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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 -5 are allowed. 

2. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: The prior art or fails to disclose a decorative fountain featuring a hollow fame on 
the top of a detachable base where the hollow fame has an internal hose with its inlet 
extending from the bottom of the hollow frame and through a hole in the base, and 
where the hose has multiple outlets defined along the hose and extend out from an 
inner periphery of the hollow frame and are so arranged so that water is pumped out of 
the outlets, the water trajectories intersect one another. The fountain also features a 
pump, reservoir and luminous capabilities.
